Foreword 


The  purpose  of  our  Catholic  education  is  twofold:  the  development  of  our  minds 
to  meet  the  intellectual  challenges  of  our  age,  and  the  more  important  development 
of  our  souls  that  we  may  apply  Christian  principles  to  the  life  of  service  to  which  we 
aspire.  I 

That  the  first  purpose  of  our  education  has  been  fulfilled  in  us  is  understandable, 
for  under  the  loving  guidance  of  the  faculty,  our  intellects  have  been  broadened 
and  deepened.  Has  our  spiritual  development  kept  pace  with  our  intellectual  prog- 
ress? The  answer  is  in  an  emphatic  affirmative.  The  foundation  of  faith  has  been 
nourished  from  its  roots  and  grown  in  stature  through  four  years  of  religious  study 
at  Archbishop  Williams.  The  co-ordination  of  the  two  aims  has  accomplished  the 
development  of  the  whole  man,  mind  and  spirit. 

First,  as  freshmen,  we  learned  of  the  great  heritage  we  received  at  Baptism  which 
opens  the  supernatural  life,  the  Eucharist  which  sustains  it,  and  Penance  which  can 
restore  it. 

In  our  second  year,  as  sophomores,  we  emphasized  the  Commandments  as  man- 
dates of  love  which  instilled  us  with  loyalty  to  Christian  principles  in  an  age  filled 
with  pagan  and  materialistic  ideas. 

As  juniors,  given  added  guidance  toward  Christ,  we  drew  nearer  our  Leader,  Who 
proved  His  divinity  in  ways  excluding  all  doubt  and  Who  left  behind  Him  an  inde- 
structible Church  with  power  to  rule,  to  sanctify,  and  to  teach  mankind. 

Finally,  as  seniors  approaching  adulthood,  instructed  on  service  we  must  render  to 
our  faith,  we  realized  the  responsibilities  which  that  faith  entails.  The  result  of  this 
instruction  brought  about  in  us  a tremendous  increase  in  spiritual  insight. 

We,  the  staff  of  the  1961  Crosier,  have  selected  as  our  theme  the  titles  of  our  reli- 
gion texts:  Power,  Loyalty,  Guidance  and  Service.  These  qualities  have  made  us 
aware,  spiritually  and  mentally,  of  the  dual  purpose  of  our  education. 

In  addition  to  the  supernatural  values  instilled  in  us,  we  can  point  with  pride  to  the 
use  of  these  virtues  in  all  phases  of  our  school  life.  The  loving  guidance  which  our 
faculty  has  given  us;  the  loyalty  which  the  students  have  shown  to  the  co-curricular 
activities  of  our  school;  the  great  power  both  in  body  and  in  spirit,  which  our  ath- 
letes have  demonstrated,  and  the  service  for  which  so  many  members  of  our  class 
are  outstanding  have  combined  to  form  the  foundation  upon  which  we  may  build 
the  edifice  of  a strong.  Catholic  faith. 

May  we  always  live  up  to  that  Faith.  May  the  guiding  beacons  of  Power,  Loyalty, 
Guidance,  and  Service  continue  to  illuminate  for  us  the  way  to  both  secular  and 
spiritual  attainment.
